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VOCATION NOT PROFESSION.

Rev. Dr. Sntherland's Idea of Whats Minis-
ter of the Gospel Shonld Be—He should
Study Man aod Nature More and Books
Less,

Rer. Dr. J. R. Sutherland, pastor of the
Second Presbyterian Church, lectured yes
terday at the Western Theological Seminary,
takiog for his subject *“Self the Center of
Power in the Preacher.”” The Doctor said
that the ministry is wronglully spoken of as a
profession. It is a vocation and not a profes
sion. By vocation is meant that the manis
distinetiy called of God to perform a certain
work. Continuing Dr, Sutherland said:

“Assuming then that the prior pecessiiy of
the divine call to the ministry and the divine
origin and character of the ministors’ messago

as well as the Eleﬁ:n of the divine presence and
blessing with him. and upon his work, wherein
does hLis power from 3 human point
of view rest or center? In the  first
place it centers in what he is—physic-
ally, mentally, morally and spiritually
the preacher's power centers in the second
plarce, and no less traly, thoueb perbaps not so
manifestly, in what he has experienc

“T'he and last phase or element “of self
which contribctes very largely to the preach-
er's power is what ha has personally seen and
heard—seen with his own eyes and heard with
his own ears. The great preachers of ﬂm
world, like Him who spoke as never mau spoke,
were inclose communion with ntnm—-—remi
and intarpreted her Ilessons for them=
selves; did wot take them sgecond hand;
were able 10 draw from her exhaustiess store-
nhouse a vast amount of fresh material tor the
illustration and enforcement of gospel troth,
The trouble is that as a rule we road too much
and look apd listen too litile. We atudy nature
in the library rather than in the felds and
woods and ranning brooks.

“It will be gnnanlly conceded, I think, that
the most effective pulpit orator of this age was
the late paster of Plymooth Church., No wan
eould listen to him without fecling the spell of
bis matchless discourse. His hearsrs were
swept aloog as if by & torrent unbroken and
reaistiess, and yel he was pot what would be
called a great or dilligent reader of books.
When be did read it was a mere dippiog here
and there for seed thoushis. But he studied
man and natare in the orm“ls?n: thas gath-
ered fresh material for use, e result was
that old truths came Irom his lips in fresh and
fascinating dress. Itis both the duty and the
privilege of the minister to tune and touch as
with the fingers of a master the entire scale of
the powers and the full compass of lus abilitg"”
